He did not omit any feature, but fre- 
quently turned from his manuscript to 
interject extemporaneous remarks 
for emphasis and elaboration.

believe that in the’ world as it now is 
we can afford to see the average 
American citizen lose tlife qualities that 
in their- sum make up a good fighting 
man. You men must. be workers who 
work with al] your heart and strength 
and ‘mind at your several tasks in 
life; and you must also be able to 
fight at need. You ‘women have éven 
higher and more difficult duttes; for I 
honor no man, not even the soldier 
who fights for righteousness, quite:as 
much as I honor the good woman who 
does. her full duty as wife and mother. 
But if she shirks her duty as wife and 
mother then she stands on a par with 
the man who refuses to work for him- 
self and his family, for those dependent 
upon him, and who in time of tne na- 
tion’s need refuses to fight. 


Rivers National Assets, 


“So much for what concerns every 
man and every woman in this country.

Federal Ald te Education. 


“Therefore, we should strive in every 
Way to aid in the education of the 
farmer for the farm, and should shape 
our school system with this end in 
view; and so vitally tmportant is this 
that, in my opinion, the federal gov- 
ernment should cooperate with the-state 


governments to secure the needed 
change and improvement in our 
Schools. It is significant that both 


from Minnesota and Georgia there have 
come proposals in this direction in the, 
appearance of bills introduced into the 
national congress. The congressional 
‘land grant act of _1852 accomplished 
much in establishing the agricultural 
colleges in the several states, and 
theréfore in preparing to turn the sys- 
tem of educational training for the 
young into channels at once broader 
and more practicable—and what I am 
Saying about agricultural training 
really applies to all industrial training. 


But the colleges can not reach the 
masses, and it is essentia] that the 
masses should be reached. Such ag- 
ricultural high schools as those in 


|Minnesota and Nebraska for farm boys 
and girls, such technical high schools 
as are to be,found, for instance, in 
both St. Louis and Washington, have, 
by their success, shown that it is en- 
tirely feasible to carry in practical 
fashion. the fundamentals of industrial 
training into the- realms of our s€c- 
;} ondary schools. . 
| “At present there is a gap between 
/Our primary schools in country and 
‘city and the industrial collegiate 
‘courses, which must be closed, and, if 
inecessary, the nation must help the 
|State to close it. Too often our present 
schools tend to put altogether too 
igreat a premium upon mere literary 
|education,,and therefore to train away 
from the farm and the shop. 
| “We should reverse this process. Spe- 
cific training of a practical kind should 
be given to the boys and girls who: 
when men and women are to make up 
the backbone of this nation by work- 
ing in agriculture, in the mechanical 
‘industries, in arts and trades; in short, 
;who are to do the duty that should 
always come first with all of us, the 
iduty of home-making and home-keep- 
ing. Too narrow a literary education 
lis, for the most men and women, not a 
|real education at all; for o real e@uca- 
ition should fit people primarily for the 
industrial and home-making employ- 
ments,;in which they must employ the 
bulk of their activities. Our country 
offers unparalleled ‘oppaer 
mestic and social advan 
cial and economic leadership 
world. Our greatest national asset is 
to be found in the children. They need 
be trained to high ideals of every-

day living, and to high efficiency in 
their respective vocations: we can not 
afford to have them. trained other- 
wise, and the nation should a the 
States to-achieve this end. 
Modification of Land i ieee 
“The states of the high plains and 


of the mountains have a pecullar claim 
upon me, because for a number of years 
I lived and worked in them,,and I 
have that intimate knowledge of their 
people that comes under such - condi- 
tions. In those states there is need of | 
a modification of the land laws that 
have worked so wéllin the well-water- 
ed fertile regions to the eastward, such 
as those in which you here dwell. The 
one object in. all our land laws. should 
always be to favor the actual’ settler, 
the actual home maker, who comes to 
dwell on the land and there to bring up 
his children tof inkerit it after. him. 
The government should part with its 
title to the land only to’the actual 
home-maker—not to the - profit-maker; 
who does not care to miake a home. The 
land should be sold outright only in 
quantities’ sufficient for ‘decent homes 
—not.in huge areas to.be, held-far spec- 
ulativeé purposes or used.-as_ ranches, 
where those who do the actual work 
are’ merely tenants or -hired. hands. 
““‘Now in many states where the rain- 
fall is light it is a simple absurdity to 
expect any man to live, still less to 
bring up a family,, on one hundred and 
sixty acres. Where we are able to iIn- 
troduce ‘rrigation, the homestead can 
be very much less in size—can, ror in- 
Stance, be forty acres; and there is 
nothing that congress has done auring 
the past six years more important than 
the enactment of the national irriga- 
tion law. But where irrigation ts not 
applisable, and the land can only be 
used for grazing, it may be thar you 
can not run more than one steer to ten 
acres, and it is not necessary to be 
much of a mathematician in order to 
see that where such is the case a 
homestead of one hundred and _ sixty 
acres will not go far toward the sup- 
port of a family. In consequence of this 
fact, homesteaders do not take up the 
lands in the tracts in question. They 
are left open for anybody to graze 
upon that wishes to. The result is that 
the men who use them moderately ane | 
not with a view to exhausting their 
resources are at the mercy of those who 
care nothing for the future and simply 
intend to skin the land in the pres- 
ent. 
“The custom has grown up of fencing 
great tracts of government land with- 
Out warrant of law. The men who 
fenced this land were sometimes rich 


parts of the country been almost aban- 
doned. This is not healthy. Our people, 
and especially’the representatives of 
the people in the national congress, 
should give their most careful attention 
to this subject.

of the Mississippi and its tributaries, 
which drain the {mmense ana pros- | 
perous regioh which makes in. very fact | 
the heart of our nation; the basin of | 
the great lakes being already united 
with the basin of the Mississippi, and | 
both regions being identical in their 
products and interests. Waterways are 
peculiarly fitted for the transportation 
of the bulky commodities whicn come 
from the soil or under.the soil; and 
no other part of our country !{s as 
fruitful as js this in such commodities.

largement of the Erie canal, while the 
president of the United States, who 
began the movement for the enlarge- 
ment of the Erie canal, has appointed 
a commission for thé purpose of recom- 
mending a general plan of development 
of the island waterways of the United 
States. - 7 

“And whereas other sections of the 
country are moving’ vigorously for 
such developments, ‘notably in the Mis- 
sissippj valley; therefore be it 

“Resolved by the directors of the At- 
lanta chamber of commerce, That we 
request our senators and representatives 
in congress to take such steps as may 
be necessary for a new‘survey of the 
Atlantic and Great Western cana! with 
& view ;to increasing the transportation 
facilities of the state, and- connecting 
the waters of the Tennessee: with those 
of the Coosa and the Ocmulgee, thus 
completing the connection between the 
Atlantic ocean and the Mississippi 
river. 

“Resolved further, That a committee 
of five be appointed. to taxe up this 
matter and consider what further steps 
may be taken, especially with a view 
of bringing this project before congress 
ut an early date and Thteresting the 
commercial bodies of the section most 
Interested in the construction of the 
canal.’ 


Time is Opportune.

Make Sapphires Now. 
(From The New York Times.) . 

Importers of precious stones in the Maiden 
Lane district are now discussing a new kind 
of sapphire. Samples began to reach this city 
from Paris about two weeks ago. Some ex- 
Pperts maintain that the stone is a scientific 
or reconstructed sapphire to be ranked with 
the scientific ruby. The ruby is the only 
Precious stone that can be made in the labo- 
ratory on a paying basis, unless the claim for 
the new sapphire is sustained. Hydrofluoric 
acid has no effect on the new sapphires. This 
is the test commonly used at present by reta!! 
Jewelers The imitation, however, has a. 
Specific gravity considerably lower than that 
of the real sapphire, which is 3.97. The imita- 
tion is softer than the real sapphire. Another 
difference is that, while the natural stone 
refracts different colors brilliantly from 4if- 
ferent surfaces, the imitations do this only 
Slightly, or not at all. 

Sapphires and rubies are the same in their 
constituents except as to coloring. Cobalt 
Gives the red color to the artificial ruby, and 
the experimenters have been trying to get 
blue stones by using chrome. But the, pro-
